Washington and his family were entertained by the Lodge at Nelson's Point, 
N. Y. 

Ens. Jonathan Heart was born in Kensington, Conn., in 1748. He fought 
in the ranks at Bunker Hill and was there promoted to the rank of Ensign. 
He remained in the Army until the close of the War, and held the grade of 
Captain in the First Connecticut Regiment. When a Fort was established 
on Point Harmar at the confluence of the Ohio and Muskingum rivers, he 
was placed in command of it. He was appointed Major in the Second Regi- 
ment, U. S. A., March 4, 1791, and went with Gen. St. Clair in his expedition. 
In the defeat of Gen. St. Clair’s army, Major Heart was in command of some 
regular troops. During ithe retreat he was ordered to charge the pursuing 
Indians in order to check them and gain time for the retreating army. This 
service be performed most gallantly but in the charge he, with most of his 
command, was killed, Nov. 4. 1791. 

Ens. Heart was Secretary of the Lodge in 1779. On the 45th of Feb. in 
that year he reorganized the Lodge at Reading, Conn. Dec. 15, 1779, he was 
elected Master and was repeatedly re-elected. Ile was still Master, April

meeting of strangers, the interchange 
of personal visits and regimental depu- 
tations having previously taken place, 
and possessing pleasant memories for 
those concerned on both sides of the 
water. 

The Armoury House was a fit place 
for such a gathering. Reminders of 
the victories of the past—both of peace 
and war—graced the walls of the 
beautiful hall in which the Lodge was 
gathered. The symbels of War and 
those of Masonry blended as gracefully 
as a tree and its fruits. Vhe stacked 
arms were silent, but the Masonic tools 
were busy; and sweetly and well was 
the work done by the Master, as well- 
skilled in apron-work as in military 
manceuvring. The blending of. the 
American and British flags showed a 
desire to forget the little incident when 
Boston endeavored to make tea with- 
out boiling the water, and that both 
hosts and guests knew now how to 
treat each other better: as witness the 
cordial reception to the present depu- 
tation to a Ning George, and the treat- 
ment meted out to the deputation from 
a former Ning George. 


But there, just as the Brethren were 
assembled with their backs turned to 
the implements of war, so let us turn 
our faces to the duties of the present. 
An especial predominance af color was 
noticeable; the various military uni- 
forms, the British contrasiing” etfee- 
tively with the dark blue and gold of 
the Americans, the Masonie colors 
blending well with all, gave a pleas- 
ing appearance to the assembly. and 
called forth not a small amount of 
enthusiasm.

donations until the sum ef £160 was 
reached. UVhe banquet was afterwards 
held, and though entered upon rather 
late in the evening was full of enjoy- 
ment and enthusiasm. The toast ot 
“The King” and the singing of the 

“National \nthem was supplemented 
with regimental honers, [lis Majesty 
being Captain-General and Colonel of 
the Company. Masonic and military 
compliments were paid to the Grand 
Master in the usual toast of his health, 
The toast of the “Grand Officers” was 
cordially responded to by Bro. Rev. 
Archdeacon Sinelair, P. G. Chap., and 
Bro. P. Colville Smith, P. G. D., the 
latter giving a few interesting facts 
relative to the Charities, chiefly for the 
information of the delegation. 

Bro. Peter Watson, the Father of the 
Lodge, proposed the toast of the “W. 
M.,” and briefly referred to some in- 
teresting periods in the history of the 
Lodge, and expressed his gratification 


at the excellent results now being 
achieved. The Master duly responded, 
and in his vigorous speech showed him- 
self capable of doing things all round 
the Masonic compass. 

The toast of “The Visitors” con- 
tained the additional interest of includ- 
ing the American Brethren, and was 
accompanied with musical honours be- 
fitting their nationality and another 
volley of Regimental Fire. In respond- 
ing, each of the visitors voiced the cor- 
dial relations existing between the two 
Companies, and the extra bond of 
Masonic union which brought many of 
them closer still, Past visits paid to 
and fro by the Regiments were pleas- 
antly recalled, and absent Brethren’s 
names fraternally mentioned, During 
these replies Capt. Nicholls, delegated 
by the members of his Company, pre- 
sented Bro, Captain TI, J. Bertram, 
P. M., Treasurer, with an engrossed 
resolution of the Boston Company. 
conveying their thanks for successful 
efforts to trace the house at Windsor 
which had been the home of Robert 
Keayne, the Founder and first Captain 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, Boston, Mass. and for 
securing an excellent picture and re- 
productions of the house. Dro. Bert- 
ram briefly responded. 

The toast of the Officers were group- 
ed into one and responded to by the 
S. W.; that of the Past Masters was 
responded to by Bros. Green and Jar- 
rett. An excellent programme of 
music was provided by Bro, Arthur 
Weston. Bro. Mansell Stevens acted 
as accompanist. 

The banquet tables, which were 
beautifully decorated, displayed some 
forty or fifty handsome gold and silver 
trophies, all of excellent design and 
massive proportions; some being gifts 
to the Company, others testifying to 
the prowess of the regiment in militarv 
competitions. 


The deputation of officers from the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Boston, Massachusetts, which 
is practicallly an offshoot of the Lon- 
don Company, were received at Marl- 
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borough House on Thursday of last 
week. The object of the deputation 
was to inform His Majesty that the 
Massachusetts Company had made him 
an honorary member of the corps.

it were not for the home at Sullivan, 
his lodge would have to support their 
afflicted brother, who is entirely help- 
less and totally destitute. 

The cost of maintaining the Sullivan 
home is about $25,000 per year, which, 
when paid by the 102,000 Masons ot 
Ilinois is less than 25 cents a year, or 
about one-half a cent a week cach. 
The cost is really not worth consider- 
ing, and the Mason who will object to 
it reminds one of the young fellow 
who was attending a theelogical sem- 
inary. Ife came home for the Christ- 
mas holidays and his father invited in 
a number of young people with the in- 
tention of having a little dance, but the 
young man objected, saying: “\Why. 
father, have you forgotten there is a 
minister of the gospel in the house?" 
“Well, John,” was the old man’s 
answer, “I guess you ain't preaching 
enough to hurt.” A man who will 
complain at paying 2 cents a month 
fer the support of the old Masons, their 
wives and widows, who are left desol- 
ate, homeless and helpless on their 
journey to the churchyard, is not Ma- 
son enough to hurt, and the lessons of 
the ritual have fallen on ears that are 
deaf to the teachings of the fraternity. 


Etoile Du Pacifique 


(Grand Oriente of France) 


Grand Lodge of Mass. and Grand Lodge of Chile 


On the ith of August, 1850, a group 
of French artisans who were already 
Masons made application to the Grand 
Oriente of France to open a Lodge in 
Valparaiso. It was granted, they re- 
ceiving a Decree for their definite in- 
stallation on November 12, 1851, nam- 
ing it the Etoile du Pacifique (Star of 
the Pacific). Another group of British 
and American Masons also residing in 
Valparaiso resolved to have a Lodge, 
and made application to the Grand 
Lodge of California, but as they re- 
ceived no answer they applied to Grand 
Lodge of Mass., with a favorable re- 
sult, and were installed definitely on 
Dee. 14, 1854, under the name of Beth- 
esda. As the first named worked in 
French and the second in English it 
was difficult for the Chillians to be- 
come members of either of them, but 
under the direction of Manuel de 
Leina, who was made a Mason in Car- 
acas (Venezuela) there was initiated 
a few Chillians in Lodge [toile du 
Pacifique, so after receiving their 
degrees as M. M. they formed the base 
of Lodge Union Fraternal, which, 
under the dependence of the Grand 
Oriente of France, began to work on 
July 27, 1853. In 1862 there was work- 
ing in Conception the Lodge of It 
ternidad, and in Copiapo Lodge Hiram, 
and La Order of Libertad installed on 
the 2nd of March. The Chillian Ma- 
sons were anxious to establish a Grand 
Lodge of Chile, so that the order 
would become more popular and exten- 
sive. 

When this took place, I believe the 
only instance of anything of the kind 
in) Masonic history, and which was 
favorable for the Chilian Masons to get 
what they desired; on the 16th of 
January, 1861, Napoleon TT. dictated 
an Imperial decree naming Marshal 
Magran Grand Master of the Grand 
Oriente of France, who at that date 
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had not even received the degree of 
FE. A. This gave footing for Manuel 
de Lima, Master of Union Fraternal 
and Earique Pastor, Master of Fra- 
ternadad, Guillermo Gotschalk, Master 
of Order and Libertad, to protest 
against the naming of Marshal Mag- 
nan, and they denied obedience to 
Grand Oriente of France, and consti- 
tuted the Grand Lodge of Chile, which 
was installed on May 24, 1862, Juan 
de Dios Arleque being elected Grand 
Master. This new Masonic power was 
born fighting with the Catholic clergy 
in Chile, and the Grand Oriente of 
France throughout the Masonic world 
represented by the Etoile du Pacifique 
in Chile. The Grand Lodge of Mass 
recognized them as lawfully consti- 
tuted on the 80th of December, 1862. 
They still maintaining their sovereign- 
ty of their Lodges working under Yurk 
Rite, the Grand Lodge ef Chile work- 
ing under the A. Scottish Rite. They 
were also recognized by Grand Lodge 
of Columbia on 12ih of December, 
1863, and Grand Lodge Central of 
France on December 21st, 1864. Fra- 
ternal relations never were fully estab- 
lished again with the Grand Oriente, 
although individual brethren were ad- 
mitted into their Lodges on conform- 
ing to the laws and regulations which 
governed Lodges under Grand Lodge 
of Chile. Lodge Progresso, No. 4, was 
installed definitely on Oct. 19, 1869, on 
the same date also opened Union Fra- 
ternal No, 1. 

On 7th of November, 1864, Justice 
and Libertad was opened in Santiago, 


and duly installed on September 23, 
1867. 


On December 31st, 1868, Lodge 
Aurora was founded and duly instal- 
led on February 10, 1871. 

The Modification of the Constitution 
Article 1 by the consent of Grand 
Orient of France caused all the Eng- 
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lish speaking Masons to withdraw 
from visiting their Lodges, or receiv- 
ing them in ours, which decree still 
remains in force in Chile. 

In 1903 a part of the Members of the 
Grand Lodge of Chile retired and at- 
tempted ,to form a Grand Lodge of 
‘heir own, calling themselves the 
Grand Logia Simbolica. For the last 
Six years nothing has been heard about 
it, so to all appearance it has ceased 
to exist. 

The Grand Lodge of Chile expelled 
the Brethren who formed part of the 
Simbolica Grand Lodge and at the 
Same time issued a decree prohibiting 
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Brethren from visiting the Lodge 
Etoile du Pacifique, or admitting mem- 
bers of that body in her subordinate 
Lodges as a protest for the part they 
took in the division. 

The earthquake which took place on 
August 16, 1906, destroped the Ma- 
sonic Temple and archives of Grand 
Lodge of Chile, caused them to remoye 
the Grand Lodge to Santiago, where 
they are at present working under the 
able guidance of Victor Gimo wing 
as Grand Master, with sixteen sub- 
ordinate Lodges under their jurisdic: 
tion scattered over the principal towns 
of Chile. At present harmony prevails.

Christmas 


THE following article on 
Christmas was published 
in Moore’s Freemasons’ 
Magazine, lebruary 1866, 
nearly forty-five years ago. 
It was copied by that publication from 
the Pittsburgh (Pa.) “Evening Chron- 
icle.” If written at the present day a 
more hearty observance of Christmas 
would have to be recognized. We 
print the article to show how the day 
was then considered, and as an expres- 
sion of the public sentiment regarding 
its observance, also because we believe 
it is eminently proper for Masons to 
honor the day. ‘The Christmas spirit 
is really the true spirit of freemasonry, 
it is the spirit of brotherhood and 
charity which lie at the foundation of 
honest Masonic character. The article 
we copy is historic in character, but 
none the less valuable as it shows that 
the lapse of centuries has only made 
stronger the influence of the Christmas 
spirit. 

“We believe it was Alfred, the wisest 
and best of English Kine >, who first 


reigned over all England, and who 
truly deserved the title of ‘Great,’ with 
a view to the welfare and happiness of 
his subjects, established a decree that 
thenceforth the holidays should ‘begin 
with Christmas and end with Twelfth- 
Night, or the Epiphany. Nearly ten 
centuries have passed away and his 
decree still remains as operative as 
ever, and thousands regard the twelve 
days as par excellence the Holidays. 
It was a right good decree, however, 
of King Alfred, one well worthy to be 
honored among the noble laws which 
will ever be dear to merrie England. 

In viewing the holidays and their 
associations, we shall at present only 
refer to Christmas. The twenty-fifth 
day of December is observed in the 
Christian Church as a festival in com- 
memoration of the birth of our Saviour. 
Its institution is attributed by the 


‘decutal’ letters to Pope Telisphorus, 


who died A. D, 138, and throughout 
the subsequent history of the church 
it has been one of the most noted of 
Christian solemnities. At first it was 
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the most movable of the Christian 
festive days, often confounded with the 
Epiphany, and celebrated by the East- 
ern Churches in the months of April 
and May. In the fourth century the 
urgency of St. Cyril, of Jerusalem, ob- 
tained from Pope Julius I an order for 
an investigation to be made concerning 
the day of Christ’s nativity. The result 
of the inquiry by the learned theo- 
logians of the East and West, was an 
agreement on the 25th of December. 
The chief grounds for the decision 
were the tables of the Censors in the 
archives of Rome; and although, in the 
opinion of some of the fathers, there 
was not authentic proof of the identifi- 
cation of the day, yet the decision was 
uniformly accepted; from that day the 
nativity has been celebrated through- 
out the church on the same day. —

; Lhe custom of singing canticles at 
Christmas, called carols, which recalled 
the songs of the shepherds at the birth 
of Christ, dates from the time when 
the common people ceased to under- 
stand Latin. The Bishops and lower 
clergy often joined with the populace 
in carolling, and the songs were en- 
livened by dances and the music of 
tambours, guitars, violins, and organs. 


Fathers, mothers, sons and daughters 
mingled together in the dance: if in 
the night, each bearing in his hand a 
lighted taper. During the last days 
preceding Christmas, it is still the cus- 
tom for Calabrian minstrels to descend 
from the mountains to Naples and 
Rome, saluting the shrines of the vir- 
gin mother with their wild music, 
under the poetical notion of cheering 
her until the birth-time of her infant, 
at the approaching Christmas. 
Preparatory to Christmas the bells 
are rung at dead midnight throughout 
England and the continent; and after 
the solemn celebration of the mass, for 
which the churches in france and Italy 
are magnificently decorated, it is usual 
for the revelers to partake of a colla- 
tion, that they may be better able to 
stand the fatigues of the night. .\mong 
the revels of the Christmas season 
were the so-called feasts of fools and 


asses, grotesque saturnalia, which 
were sometimes termed ‘December 


liberties,’ in which everything serious 
was burlesqued, inferiors personifying 
their superior 


rs, and great men becom- 
ing jublilant and frolicsome. ‘ 

In the Protestant districts of Ger- 
many and the North of Europe, Christ- 
mas is often called the ‘child’s festival,’ 
and Christmas [ve is devoted to 
giving presents, especially between 
fathers and children, and brothers and 
sisters by means of the so-called 
Christmas tree. large yew bough is 
erected in one of the parlors, on Christ- 
mas Eve, lighted with tapers, and hung 
with manifold gifts, sweet-meats, ap- 
ples, nuts, pl things, and ornaments. 
Each of these is marked with the 
name of the person for whom it is 
intended, but not with the name of the 
donor, and on the assembling of the 
whole family on Christmas morning, 
the presents are distributed according 
to the labels, amid joyful congratula- 
tions. This custom was also observed 
in America to a considerable extent un- 
til within a few years past: and in old 
families of German descent, is still oc- 
casionally to be found. (The very 
hearty observance of there methods at 
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the present time is in striking contrast 
with the custom at the time of the 
writer. — Editor.) Another custom 
greatly in vogue is that of children 
hanging up their stockings by the fire- 
place on Christmas Eve, in expectation 
that Kriss Kringle will pay a_ visit 
during the night and deposit his re- 
ward according to their merit. 

Formerly, and still in some of the 
smaller villages of North Germany, the 
presents made by all persons were sent 
to some one person, who, in a white 
robe, high buskins, a flaxen wig of 
enormous size, and a mask, becoming 
a bugbear to children, and known as 
Knecht Repert, goes from house to 
house and is received by the parents 
with great pomp and reverence. calls 
for the children and bestows the in- 
tended gifts upon them according to 
the character which is given them by 
the parents after a careful inquiry. 

In Sweden an old tradition exists, 
which is preserved in the history of 
Claus, Archbishop of Upsal, that at the 
festival of Christmas the men living 
in the northern parts are suddenly and 
strangely metamorphosed into wolves: 


and that a huge multitude of them 
assemble together at an appointed 


place during the night and rage a fierce 
war against mankind and other creat- 
ures not fierce by nature; that the in- 
habitants of that country suffer more 
from them than the ravages of the real 
wolves. 

In England Christmas has always 
been at once a religious, domestic, and 
merry-making festival, observed alike 
by every rank and age. 
used to begin on Christmas Eve, and 
continue often until Candlemas (leb- 
ruary 2nd). In the houses of the 
nobles during the holidays ‘a lord of 
misrule’ or ‘abbot of unreason’ was ap- 
pointed, whose business was to make 
‘the rarest pastimes to delight the be- 
holder. The larder was filled with

capons, fowl of every kind, beef, mut- 
ton, pork pies, puddings, plums, nuts, 
sugar and honey. The tenants were 
entertained at the hall; and the lord 
of the manor and his family encour- 
aged every act conducive to mirth. 
\Valter Scott, in his beautiful poem en- 
titled ‘Marmion,’ gives a fine picture 
of Christmas, as observed by the Eng- 
lish people the concluding lines of 
which read :— 


‘England was merry England then; 
Old ‘Christmas brought his sports 
again; 5 ; 
“Lwas Christmas broach’d the might- 

iest ale; 
“Twas Christmas told the merriest tale; 
A\ Christmas gambol oft would cheer 
A poor man’s heart through half the 
year.’ 

The custom of decking the houses and 
churches at Christmas with evergreens 
is derived from ancient Druid practices, 
an old belief existing that sylvan 
spirits might flock to the evergreens 
and remain unnipped by frost till a 
milder season. Holly, ivy, rosemary: 
bays, laurel, and mistletoe furnished 
the favorite trimmings, which were not 
removed till Candlemas. Chaplets of 
these were also worn on the head, and 
from this arose the phrase ‘Kiss under 
the rose’ and ‘Whisper under the 
mistletoe.’ Holly and ivy still remain 
in -England the most esteemed ever- 
ereens, though at the universities the 
windows are decked with laurel.

Mark Norris graduated from the 
University of Michigan in the class of 
1879, and from the Law School of the 
same institution in that of 1882; from 
that time he has been a practicing 
lawyer in Grand Rapids, Michigan.

There are three small 
square tablets on the curving top of 
the frame: that at the left encloses the 
governor of a steam-engine: that in 
the centre, the crowned double-headed 
eagle with the usual motto and acces- 
sories of the grade; and that on the 
right, a lyre entwined with a scroll 
inscribed MUSIC in very small letters 
The width of this plate is two inches, 
and the height three. he 
Brother Bingham was born in Carth- 
age, New York, in 1846; he is a son 
of the late Rey. Dr. Isaac S. Bingham 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Tle received his education at Rome 
(New York) Academy, and Failey 
Seminary at lulton, a Methodist insti- 
tution. In August, 1864, at the age of 
eighteen, he enlisted as a member of 
Battery M, 3d New York Volunteer 
Artillery; he served 


until he was mustered out at the close 
of the war. In 1870 he moved to \Wat- 
ertown, N. Y., and was in the hardware 
business until 1 when he became 
Secretary of the Eames Vacuum Brake 
Company, continuing in that position 
until 1883, at which time he accepted 
a position with the Sun Fire Insurance 
Company. In 1887 the Insurance Com- 
pany moved from Watertown, but 
Brother Bingham preferring to con- 
tinue his residence there, entered the 
employ of the Bagley Sewall Com- 
pany, builders of paper and pulp-mak- 
ing machinery, where he has since re- 
mained, and at the present time is 
treasurer of this corporation. 

He was Mayor of the City of Water- 
town in 1904 and 1905. Ile was made 
a Mason in 1871: joined a Royal -\rch 
Chapter in 18 and became a Wnight 
Templar in 1873; he received the thirty” 
second degree A. S. Rite, in 1879, 
and. the thirty-third degree was con- 
ferred on him at Pittsburg, September 
15, 1896. Tle was High Priest of 
Watertown Chapter No. 59, R.A. M., 
1880-1881; Eminent Cemmander of 
Watertown Commandery, No. 11, 
Knights Templar, 1890-1891: and in 
1903 he received the highest honor in 
the gift of the Knights ‘Templar in the 
State of New York, when he was 
elected Grand Commander of — the 
Grand Commandery of the State. 

His library contains about fifteen 
hundred volumes, and beside numerous 
books of Freemasonry, standard fic- 
ticn, prose and poetry, is largely made 
up of technical works, mostly on 
mechanics. 


C. VALENTINE KIRBY 
Of Buffalo, New York. 

The designer of the last three plates 
was born in New York State in 1875; 
he has had extensive experience in the 
practical and artistic features of draw- 
ing. Ile was educated in Union Col- 
lege, N. Y. For four years he studied 
at the Art Students’ League in New 
York City and in schools in’ Phila- 
delphia, and after filling a position as 


in. this battery instructor of drawing in Philadelphia 
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was called to Denver to conduct a 
summer course in arts at the Denver 
Normal School. 

For the past eleven years Mr. Kirby 
has been engaged in art, educational 
and) manual-training work in the 
schools of Denver. He has edited the 
industrial art department of the State 
School Journal of Colorado, and has 
contributed to various educational and 
art publications. 

Ie has recently received the appoint- 
ment of Instructor of drawing in the 
Manual Training High School of Buf- 
falo. New York. One hundred and 
fifty bookplates have been designed L~ 
him, but his Masonic plates are not at 
all representative of his decorative 
work. To be a successful designer of 
such plates it is important to know the 
Masonic significance of the emblems 
of the Craft, and Brethren will discover 
occasional errors in some of the plates 
illustrated in this article; to have this 
information it is of course necessary 
to be a member, and it is pleasant to 
know that Brother Nirby has made a 
start in that direction.

THE MASONIC LIBRARY, 
Los Angeles, California. 

In consequence of certain letters in 
the “Los Angeles Freemason,” a paper 
devoted entirely to the interests of 
Freemasonry and its concordant Or- 
ders, now in its fourteenth year of 
publication, and of comments by the 
editor of that paper, resolutions were 
brought before the various Lodges in 
the city in favor of the establishment 
of a Library and Museum of Masonic 
relics, curios and books relating to 
Masonry. 

Favorable action was taken by the 
oldest three Lodges, and a Committee 
appointed to undertake the work; 
monthly donations of two cents per 
member were also voted to carry on 
the financial end of the program. This 
was about nine years ago. The Tem- 
ple Building Association provided suit- 
able rooms for the reception of book 
shelves, and simple furniture for the 
accommodation of those wishing to 
avail themselves of the privilege of the 
Library. By a careful conservation of 
the funds, the Committee were soon 
able to purchase a complete set of 
handsome book cases, and a better and 
more comfortable class of furniture and 
appointments. 

In the meantime the Committee 
went to work to obtain donations of 
books, curios and like matters, and as 
funds accumulated, books of all kinds, 
whether relating to Masonry or not, 
but which seemed suitable, principally 
historical, geographical and scientific, 
with some of the novels of the best 
writers, were obtained, and today have 
a very handsome Library, richly fur- 
nished, and with between two and 
three thousand volumes on its shelves. 

From this small beginning, the 
Library has developed into a very use- 
ful and ornamental accessory to the 
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Masonic Temple, a place where Ma- 
sonic students may find material for 
their studies; secretaries may consult 
copies of most of the proceedings of 
the various Grand bodies of the coun- 
try, a very valuable and useful factor

This is an oblong plate, two and a 
quarter inches wide and three and a 
hali hig On the sides and base it 
has a border of the leaves and fruit of 
the pomegranate conventionalized, on 
a lace back-ground, and which allude 
to the ornamentation of the “pillars of 
the porch.” This border 
Chapter Mark of Brother Smith, which 
is a radiant star of five points, with as 
many clusters of formal rays emerging 
from between the points, and filling a 
square field. On the centre of the star 
is a key-stone with the familiar letters 
in a circle enclosing a cipher of Brother 
Smith's initials, A. J. S. At the top in 
two lines EN LIBRIS three open vol- 
umes following the first word, and one 
preceding the last. Beneath the device 
is the owner's name in two lines, fol- 
lowed by No. on the left, and an open 
book, siimlar to those above, at the 
right; on its right-hand page is a mono- 


encloses the - 
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gram of L. S., the initials of the de- 
signer, Louis Schmidt, now of the 
Rockfeller Institute, but formerly con- 
nected with the Art Department of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The central device which is recorded 
as Brother Smith’s Mark in the books 
of San Filipe de Austin R. A. Chapter, 
in Galveston, Texas, and which com- 
bines the emblem of the State of Texas 
(the “Lone Star”) with that of the 
“Keystone State,” Pennsylvania, has 
an allusion to the professional life of 
the owner, he having been connected 
with the Universities of both those 
States. It is certainly a tasteful de- 
sign, simple yet full of significance to 
brethren of the fraternity. 

Brother Smith was born in York, 
Pennsylvania, in 1863, graduated from 
Pennsylvania College, at Gettysburg, 
in 1883, receiving the degree of A. M. 
in 1886. After graduating from the 
medical department of the. Univ ersity 
of Pennsylvania in 1886, he became an 
Assistant in Pathology in this school, 
and served in that office from 1887 to 
1891; in the latter year he was elected 
Professor of Pathology in the Univer- 
sity of Texas, which position he held 
until 1903, when he was elected Pro- 
fessor of Pathology in the University 
of Pennsylvania, and still holds that 
office. [For a number of years he was 
Dean of the University of Texas, and 
now is Dean of the Department of 


Medicine of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


He is the author of Lessons and 
Laboratory Exercises in Bacteriology, 
and also of very many articles in medi- 
cal journals, ete. 

It was in 1895 or 1896 that he joined 
the Freemasons in Galveston, 
and became a member of Tucker 
Lodge No. 297 there, and also of San 
Filipe de Austin R. A. Chapter, No. 2. 
His professional life has been such a 
busy one that he ‘has never had time 
to hold Masonic 0 ce, except occa- 
sicnally as a substitute.

_ The book plate of Mr. Bachert is a 
singular combination of heraldic de- 
vices with the instruments of an en- 
gineer. Its form is that of a shield 
which bears a Greek cross, on the 
horizontal arms of which are shown a 
draughtsman’s square, an inkstand and 
a triangular scale or ruler on the left, 
and compasses on the right of a per- 
pendicular tablet, the latter placed on 
the upright arms of the cross: the ends 
of the ruler are shown on each side of 
this tablet, and the points of a second 
pair of compasses project below it 
On the tablet is a cipher of the owner's 
initials, A. E. T3.; the A is made by a 
“Jacob's staff” and two marking réds 
crossed by a small telescope: a theo. 
dolite forms the perpendicular bar of 


the B, which is completed by two con- 
ventional curving figures, the ends of 
which touch a triangular square, sur- 
mounted by a small pair of compasses 
placed horizontally upon it, and its 
apex meets the legs of the theodolite. 
The E is formed by a plumb-line, curv- 
ing in coils about the other letters. In 
the four spaces outside the cross are 
as many armorial devices. 1. In the 
upper left quarter, Gules, a cross a 
ent between four eight-pointed stars 
of the last; on an escutcheen azure, 
three Roman. crosses argent, two over 
one, and over the escutcheon is a 
coronet. 2. In the upper right quarter 
Per fess, or and sable: on an escut- 
cheon argent, enwreathed with two 
laurel branches tied in base by a bow 
of ribbon, a bull’s head cabossed, pre- 
per. 3. In the lower left quarter, Per 
fess, azure and argent: in chief, the 
Western hemisphere which rests upon 
a turtle, proper, in base: a ribbon, arg- 
ent, falls on either side of the globe in 
chief, which is lettered LIENNQ© on the 
dexter and LENAPE on the sinister 
fold. (The allusion is evidently to the 
totem of the Lenni-Lenape or Dela- 
ware Indians, and their tribal tradition 
that the turtle, their emblem, supports 
the world. See Cooper's The Last of 
the Mohicans.”) 4. In the last quar- 
ter, Azure, a cross saltire, argent, with 
a circle on the junction of the arms en- 
closing a thistle encompassed by the 
words NEMO ME. IMPUNE LACES- 
SIT. (The well-known motto of Scot- 
land, “No one insults me with im- 
punity.”) In place of a crest an ellip- 
tical tablet surmounts the shield, on 
which is a portrait-bust of the owner, 
facing, and wearing the fez and badge 
of a “Noble of the Mystic Shrine. 
This ellipse is supported by two grif- 
fins rampant, crowned and_ holding 
hattle-axes. Over the top, curving, EX 
LIBRIS and beneath the shield a fac- 
simile of the owner’s autograph. 
Height, four inches; width, two and 
three-quarters inches. 


While the arms are not in strict 
accord with the laws of Continental 


—

heraldry, they have definite allusions 
to the genealogical descent of Brother 
Bachert, for in him is mingled Danish, 
French, Swiss, German, Scotch and 
American-Indian blood. The dragons 
with crowns and battle-axes refer to 
Denmark; the second quarter, with 
the bull's head, shows the arms of the 
Swiss canton Uri; the significance of 
the third and fourth quarters is evident 
from the descriptions above. The en- 
gineering instruments arranged to 
form a cipher of his name serve also: 
to make his Masonic “mark.” 


Brother Bachert was born en a farm 
in Rush Pownship, Schuylkill County, 
Pennsylvania, in 1862, At the age of 
twelve years he commenced his career 
asa civil mining engineer as Chairman 
and on instrument work on property 
surveys in various counties in Penn- 
sylvania. [rom 1876 to 1885 he made 
property surveys and attending the 
Millersville State Normal School, Pen- 
nsylyania, and = the Ohio Northern 
University, graduating at the latter as 
Civil Engineer in 1885. Since that 
time his experience has been of a 
diversified character in mining anth- 
racite and bituminous coals as well as 
in all branches of civil engineering. In 
1909 he opened an engineering o ce 
at Tyrone, Pennsylvania for Civil and 
Mining Engineering, where he is now 
located. 

His library is composed of over four 
thousand volumes, which he has been 
collecting for over thirty years, by 
watching the auction sales and con- 
tinuous “nosing in second-hand 
stores he has acquired many rare and 
valuable items of a diversified charac- 
ter. The Masonic section being on a 
par with the balance, and includes a 
History of the Knights of Malta 
(Italian. published in the latter part 
of the NVI Century, about 1580. 
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He is a Freemason of at least the 
fourth generation, although thus far 
he has been unable to verify his great- 
great-grandfather’s membership in any 
particular lodge. His name was 
Nicholas Bacher, and a Revolutionary 
soldier, and it is believed he was a 
member of one of the army or travel- 
ling lodges. 

Brother Bachert is a life member of 
Hazle Lodge, No. 327, Hazleton, Pa 
and belongs to all the other Mason 
bodies; he is also a member of the 
Correspondence Circles of the English 
Lodge Quatuor Coronati, and the 
Lodge of Research. He is a Past Com- 
mander and Ex-Deputy Grand Com- 
mander of the Ancient and Illustrious 
Order of the Knights of Malta. In 
addition to his Masonic affiliation he is 
a member of the American Society of 
Cin il Engineers, American Institute of 
Mining Engineers, Engineers’ Society 
of Pennsylvania, and American Elec- 
trochemical Society. 


JOSEPH W. FELLOWS 33°. 

Judge Fellows, a distinguished Ma- 
son and one of the best known mem- 
bers of the New Hampshire Bar, who 
was a_ resident of Manchester for 
nearly half a century, was born in An- 
dover, N, H., January 15, 18 and 
died at his home April 26, 1906. All 
of his Masonic books and rituals were 
given to the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templar of the State of New 
Hampshire, for the use of the Masonic 
fraternity on condition that on the 
cover of each book there should be a 
label reading a sfollows: 

“Presented by Joseph W. Fellows, 
Past Right Eminent Grand Command- 
er, 1874-1875.” 

Up to the present time no book plate 
has been adopted for this Library.
